Want Legislature 
To Cut Unnecessary 
State Taxes 

To avoid placing a tax upon 
a tax anr* to relieve California 
taxpayers of an unnecessary bur¬ 
den, the State Board of Equad- 
zation has prepared a resolution, 
calling upon the governor to call 
immediately a tax reducing spe¬ 
cial legislative session. 

The resolution presented to the 
state board’s meeting yesterday 
in Sacramento, points out that by 
ruling of the State Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, the California three percent 
sales tax must be computed on 
articles after the 10 percent fed¬ 
eral retailers excise tax has been 
added to the selling price, thus 
putting a tax upon a tax. 

The resolution states that "pres¬ 
ent tax rates and bases are ex¬ 
cessive for present purposes of 
state government and If continued 
Will produce unneeded revenues.” 


Ralph Cheney 
Poet Dies 
In Texas 


Writers throughout Southern 
California were shocked this week 
by news of the sudden death of 
Ralph Cheney, nationally known 
poet, in Harlingen, Texas, Octo¬ 
ber 15. Cheney who had been at¬ 
tending a poets’ conclave at San 
Antonio with his wife Lucia Trent 
Cheney, .suffered an attack of 
acute appendiciiis while en route 
back to his home in Florida. He 
was taken from the train at Har¬ 
lingen where a ruptured appendix 
caused his death. 

For approximately three years 
Mr. and Mrs. Cheney made their 
home here, carrying on wide ac¬ 
tivities with poetry, and conduc¬ 
ting adult writing cla.sse 3 In the 
f’asadeoa schools. 

Cheney was an ardent advocate 
of peace, and his opinions even¬ 
tually brought him Into conflict 
with the Pasadena Board of Eklu- 
cation.

He Is survived by his father. 
Dr. Edward Potts Cheney of 
Media, Pa., where hl.s body was 
returned for burial; Mrs. Cheney 
who Is oue of the foremost con¬ 
temporary women poets, and three 
childreu.

Relations between the United 
States and Mexico which, for a 
period of years, were shadowed 
by disputes and ill-will, seem to 
be moving rapidly along me road 
to complete understanding.
